The  report  of  the  Secretary  was  read,  discussed, 
and  adopted  as  the  report  of  the  Mission.  With  the 
report  of  the  Treasurer  it  is  here  given. 


SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 


The  forty-ninth  year  in  the  history  of  the  Lawrence  City 
Mission  has  been  a  year  of  great  opportunity.  A  sudden 
panic  occurring  in  financial  centres  resulted  in  a  wide-spread 
disturbance  of  industrial  enterprises;  and  a  year  of  such 
prosperity  that  it  seemed  as  if  everybody  who  desired  to 
work  was  able  to  find  remunerative  employment  has  been 
followed  by  months  of  such  depression  that  all  over  the 
land  even  the  best  workers  have  failed  to  obtain  regular 
and  satisfying  occupation.  Our  own  city  felt  the  changed 
conditions  the  more  severely  because  a  recent  enlargement  of 
its  manufacturing  plants  had  invited  hither  thousands  of 
strangers  who  had  enjoyed  but  a  few  weeks  of  employment 
before  their  work  ceased  or  who  arrived  too  late  to  be  em¬ 
ployed  even  for  a  week. 

But  in  Lawrence  as  in  other  cities  and  towns  throughout 
the  country  the  emergency  has  been  met  with  sublime  cour¬ 
age,  ready  adaptation,  and  self-denying  charity.  The  ex¬ 
hibition  of  these  qualities  has  been  confined  to  no  one  class 
in  the  community.  Directors,  treasurers  and  agents  of  the 
mills  have  courageously  adapted  themselves  to  circum¬ 
stances,  and  at  the  same  time  charitably  endeavored  to  ap¬ 
portion  the  opportunity  to  work  to  as  large  a  number  of  their 
employes  as  possible.  At  the  same  time  the  employes  have 
with  courage  and  good  will  tried  to  adapt  themselves  to  re¬ 
duced  hours  of  employment  and  restricted  income.  On  every 
hand  also  relatives,  neighbors,  creditors,  landlords  have 
been  considerate  or  generous.  Wide  spread  good  will  has 
marked  the  year. 

The  secretary  of  the  Lawrence  City  Mission  has  been 
stationed  at  a  point  of  observation  where  he  could  note  and 
measure  the  working  of  these  great  elementary  spiritual 
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forces.  Backing  him  in  his  efforts  to  relieve  want  have  been 
the  men  and  women  whose  wealth  and  energy  supply  the 
means  of  employment  to  the  thousands  of  workers.  In  front 
of  him,  never  out  of  his  mind,  and  during  the  day  rarely 
out  of  his  sight,  have  been  the  unemployed  or  half-em¬ 
ployed,  the  hungry,  ill-clothed,  or  homeless,  the  native 
American  citizen  who  has  a  trade  but  no  opportunity  to  prac¬ 
tice  it,  the  anxious,  half-understanding  foreigner  with  strong 
back,  hardened  hands,  willing  to  toil,  begging  vainly  for 
“boss”  to  give  him  a  job. 

To  have  looked  across  the  office  table  into  the  faces  of 
these  pleading  men,  women  and  children,  to  have  said  re¬ 
peatedly  in  plain  English,  or  through  interpreters  in  a  dozen 
different  languages,  “There  is  no  work,”  would  have  broken 
the  Missionary’s  heart  had  it  not  been  for  the  knowledge 
that  behind  him,  though  unseen,  were  men  and  women,  and 
children,  too,  who  were  planning  for  better  times  and  self- 
denyingly  giving  of  their  money  and  effort  to  relieve  the 
present  distress.  If  there  were  hundreds  of  cases  of  need 
there  were  hundreds  of  people  ready  to  minister  to  need. 
Our  friends  in  the  Andovers  and  Methuen  joined  with  those 
in  Eawrence  in  generous  giving.  If  there  were  hearts  des¬ 
pairing  for  want  of  employment  there  were  also  great,  ener¬ 
getic,  trained  minds  watching  the  markets  of  the  world, 
measuring  the  strength  and  direction  of  the  currents  of  fi¬ 
nance,  and  planning  to  keep  the  wheels  of  industry  turning, 
or  to  start  them  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

During  the  year  3,697  applications  for  relief  were  made 
at  the  office.  These  applications  represented  380  new  and 
221  recurrent  cases,  showing  601  families  to  have  been  under 
observation.  In  supplying  their  needs  we  have  expended 
$4,387.88  either  in  loans  or  in  orders  for  food,  fuel,  rent, 
transportation,  etc.  More  than  250  individuals  have  con¬ 
tributed  directly  to  the  fund  for  administering  this  relief. 
Many  more  than  that  number  have  had  a  share  in  the  work 
by  contributing  in  the  25  churches  or  Sunday  Schools  from 
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which  offerings  have  been  received.  The  salary  fund  has 
been  maintained,  as  it  has  since  the  organization  of  the  Mis¬ 
sion,  by  contributions  from  12  of  the  manufacturing  corpo¬ 
rations.  But  the  work  of  the  Lawrence  City  Mission,  large 
and  valuable  as  it  has  been,  fully  twice  as  large  as  in  ordi¬ 
nary  years,  does  not  stand  alone  in  this  city.  Many  other 
agencies,  always  alert  to  discover  need  and  ready  to  relieve 
distress,  have  also  doubled  or  more  than  doubled  their  en¬ 
ergies  and  expenditures.  The  Pauper  department  has  been 
overworked,  509  new  histories  having  been  written  since  Jan¬ 
uary  1  and  717  different  families  aided  in  their  homes.  The 
churches  have  in  large  part  looked  closely  after  the  wants  of 
their  regular  attendants.  Fraternal  societies  have  generously 
gone  beyond  their  customary  limits  and  have  made  special 
provision  for  members  whose  disabilities  have  continued 
longer  than  was  expected.  Special  agencies  have  joined  in 
the  work  of  charity.  The  police  and  the  firemen’s  associa¬ 
tions  made  generous  appropriations  from  their  funds  which 
were  distributed  to  cases  well  known  to  their  membership. 
For  weeks  the  noble  impulse  to  help  the  suffering  found  ex¬ 
pression  through  free  soup  houses.  The  Hospitals  and 
Children’s  Homes  and  the  agencies  which  control  them  have 
added  their  efficient  service  to  the  great  all-inclusive  move¬ 
ment  to  care  for  the  unfortunate. 

The  need  of  economy  in  the  expenditure  of  charitable 
funds  has  laid  a  new  emphasis  upon  the  principle  of  co-op¬ 
eration.  Consultation  between  different  agents  of  relief  has 
been  more  free  and  cordial  than  ever.  If  overlapping  of  re¬ 
lief  has  not  been  reduced  to  a  minimum,  co-operation  in  giv¬ 
ing  relief  where  emergencies  called  for  it  has  been  conspicu¬ 
ous.  The  co-operation  of  effort  and  confidential  inter¬ 
change  of  information  has  not  been  merely  as  wide  as  the 
city’s  limits;  it  has  had  a  world-wide  extent. 

It  is  well  known  that  Lawrence  has  a  cosmopolitan  pop¬ 
ulation;  that  some  40  languages  are  spoken  here;  and  that 
people  are  coming  in  from  or  going  out  to  every  part  of  the 
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globe.  But  one  who  hears  the  personal  consultations  or 
reads  the  correspondence  of  our  office  receives  a  thrilling  im¬ 
pression  of  the  unity  of  the  human  family.  Bad  conditions  of 
life  in  any  part  of  Europe,  Asia,  or  Africa  send  waves  of 
influence  to  affect  the  social  or  industrial  life  of  Lawrence. 
Good  conditions  in  far  away  lands  also  are  quickly  felt  in 
this  city.  The  proclamation  of  the  constitution  in  Turkey 
and  its  joyous  consequences  were  at  once  influential  in  our 
office,  and  caused  the  cancelation  of  tickets  which  had  been 
bought  to  send  a  sick  Armenian  and  his  family  to  the  genial 
climate  of  an  Armenian  colony  in  Southern  California,  in 
order  that  he  might  get  steamer  tickets  and  sail  at  once  to 
his  fatherland  with  its  new  outlook  to  liberty  and  fraternity. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  we  are  pledged  to  some  200 
corresponding  societies  in  the  United  States  to  forward  no 
applicants  for  aid  from  one  city  to  another  until  after  hearing 
from  the  receiving  point  that  the  conditions  are  favorable  to 
the  applicant’s  necessities.  Then  can  one  appreciate  the 
volume  and  value  of  the  letter  writing  in  an  office  like  ours. 
Smith  goes  from  Lawrence  to  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  or  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  in  Boston,  and  seeks 
free  treatment.  The  next  morning  we  are  likely  to  be  asked 
to  report  as  to  the  propriety  of  granting  his  request,  or  to 
arrange  for  his  family’s  support  while  he  remains  in  the  hos¬ 
pital  so  as  to  relieve  his  mind  of  anxiety.  He  takes  a  trip  to 
Providence,  New  York,  or  Chicago  looking  for  work,  fails  in 
his  quest,  applies  for  transportation  home,  and  is  held  wait¬ 
ing  until  we  can  be  inquired  of  by  letter  or  telegraph,  and 
can  reply  to  the  question,  “Will  his  relatives  send  money  for 
his  return,  or  must  he  become  a  public  charge?’’  If  he  has 
given  a  fictitious  name  or  address  his  claim  on  the  charity  of 
his  distant  entertainers  is  shattered.  During  the  year  after 
careful  inquiry  we  have  received  money  from  various  sources 
near  and  far  to  send  people  West  to  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  Los 
Angeles,  Cal.,  and  East  to  Eastern  Europe  and  Western 
Asia.  We  have  also  assisted  in  bringing  home  to  Lawrence

boys  or  men  from  points  in  New  England  and  from  New 
York  City. 

This  epistolary  acquaintance  with  fellow  workers  in  the 
field  of  charity  all  over  the  country,  and  sometimes  extend¬ 
ing  to  foreign  countries,  and  the  more  vital  personal  acquaint¬ 
ance  gained  in  attendance  at  the  State  and  National  confer¬ 
ences  of  charities  inspires  the  worker  with  the  courage  of 
comradeship,  stimulates  him  to  his  best  endeavor,  and  lifts 
his  effort  out  of  the  drudgery  of  a  depressing  monotony  into 
the  rarer  atmosphere  of  an  exalted  service. 

Within  the  outer  circles  of  this  inspiring  influence  many 
people  have  been  drawn  by  sympathy  with  their  afflicted 
neighbors.  All  thoughtful  contributors  to  charitable  agen¬ 
cies,  those  who,  like  the  organizers  of  the  Anti-Tuberculosis 
Teague,  have  awakened  to  some  new  opportunity  to  better 
social  conditions,  even  those  who  simply  serve  by  saving 
pennies  for  a  missionary  box  or  by  selling  tickets  for  a 
charity  fair,  feel  something  of  the  heart-warming  love.  But 
within  the  last  12  months  it  has  been  the  privilege  of  some 
to  come  nearer  the  centre  of  influence  by  volunteering  as  as¬ 
sistants  in  charity  work.  To  those  who  have  given  this 
Mission  their  time  and  devotion  our  hearty  thanks  are  ex¬ 
tended.  Yet  our  thanks  are  superfluous,  for  the  service  has 
brought  its  own  reward  as  our  friends  have  experienced  their 
real  oneness  with  Him  who  said,  “It  is  mbre  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive.” 

In  conclusion  it  merely  remains  to  say  that  the  outlook 
in  Tawrence  toward  the  approaching  winter  is  itself  a  sum¬ 
mons  to  generous  service  and  generous  giving.  We  see  the 
dimness  of  the  slowly  dawning  day,  the  shadows  of  a  Decem¬ 
ber  afternoon,  the  drifting  snow  creeping  in  fine  whiteness 
beneath  the  kitchen  door  or  around  the  sash  of  the  bed-room 
window,  and  lying  unmelted  because  there  is  no  fire  in  the 
house;  we  see  a  weary  mother  and  her  hungry  children 
shivering  in  insufficient  clothing,  their  blue  toes  peeping 
through  ragged  shoes  and  stockings;  we  see  the  husband  of 
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the  woman,  the  father  of  the  children,  in  the  dark  of  early 
morning  or  under  the  arc  lights  of  the  afternoon,  waiting, 
frost-bitten,  at  a  mill  gate  in  hope  long  deferred  that  some 
one  will  hire  him  even  for  a  day  or  a  night  of  substitute 
work;  we  see  not  one  family  of  this  kind  but  scores  of  fam¬ 
ilies,  Syrian,  Yankee,  Italian,  English,  Polander,  Irish,  all 
one  in  want  of  a  chance  to  earn  a  morsel  of  bread  or  hod  of 
coal.  Those  who  see  with  us  the  living  picture  will  give, 
that  the  hungry  may  be  fed,  the  cold  may  be  warmed,  the 
sick  may  be  healed;  and  all  together  we  will  hope,  and  pray 
and  plan  that  the  unemployed  may  have  the  coveted  work.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


—  OF  THE  — 

LAWRENCE  CITY  MISSION. 


Article  I — Name. 

The  name  of  this  association  shall  be  the  “bAwRENCE 
City  Mission.” 

Article  II — Location. 

This  association  shall  be  established  and  located  at  Law¬ 
rence,  in  the  County  of  Essex,  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

Article  III — Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  this  association  is  the  management  and 
direction  of  such  of  the  public  charities  of  the  city  of  Law¬ 
rence  as  may  be  intrusted  to  it,  together  with  a  general  phil¬ 
anthropic  and  moral  work. 


BY-LAWS. 


First — Meetings. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Lawrence  City  Mission  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  in  the  month  of  October,  each 
year,  as  the  City  Missionary  shall  appoint;  and  notice  thereof 
shall  be  sent  by  mail  at  least  three  days  before. 

Second — Special  Meetings. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  City 
Missionary,  notice  thereof  being  given  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  regular  meetings. 
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Third — Officers. 


The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secre¬ 
tary,  Treasurer  and  Auditor.  The  City  Missionary  shall  be 
ex-officio  Secretary. 

Fourth — Duties  of  Officers. 

The  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  such  as  usually  per¬ 
tain  to  their  positions,  and  such  as  the  society  may  impose 
upon  them. 

Fifth — Term  of  Office. 

The  officers  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sixth — Members. 

New  members  may  be  admitted  by  vote  at  an}^  regular 
or  special  meeting.  Membership  may  be  terminated  by  vote 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

Seventh — Aete  rations. 

These  By-Taws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  corporation  regularly  called,  notice  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  alterations  being  given  in  the  call  for  said  meeting.
